In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 1 1 , 1 . 1 35. (35 (J S C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney points out that in claim 1 1 , the "terminal portion" 
and "notched" are structural elements in the specification, which are different from the edges of the absorption mat, 
and are not taught by prior art. The Examiner suggestst that structural clarification with supports in the specification 
would have overcome the prior art rejection over the elements of "terminal portion" and "notched". Applicant's attorney 
also argues that in claim 1 the breathability in horizontal direction is not an inherent property, and the prior art fails to 
teach the breathability in horizontal direction. The Examiner notes that attorney's argument cannot take place of an 
evidence, and agrees to reconsider if proper evidentiary support is provided . 
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
